1 . Applicant's amendment filed on April 19, 2007 to cancel claims 2, 6, 12, 16, 22, and 26 
has been entered and made of record. As a result, the remaining claims are claims 1, 3-5, 7-11, 
13-15, 17-21, 23-25, and 27-29 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see page 13 last 14 lines to page 14 first 10 lines, filed on April 
19, 2007, with respect to claims 1, 5, 1 1, 15, 21, and 25 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 1, 5, 1 1, 15, 21, and 25 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 3-5, 7-11, 13-15, 17-21, 23-25, and 27-29 allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Reference is made to the Applicant's arguments set forth at page 13 last 14 lines to page 
14 first 10 lines of the response filed on April 19, 2007 as to the reasons why claims 1, 3-5, 7-11, 
13-15, 17-21, 23-25, and 27-29 are allowed. Specifically as pointed in the Applicant's 
arguments, Wahl fails to teach or suggest "associating the label associated to the point in the 
primary image to a secondary image in the plurality of secondary images having a line of 
intersection with the primary image closest to the point" as recited in all independent claims 1, 5, 
11, 15, 21, and 25.
